PETROGRAD, Juns 27 —With the allm-
inatlon of Genaral Pfanzer's army In
Bukowina the attention of Genernl Hrusi.
1of'n forces in this sectlon Is now directed
upon Kolomon, the key to the defensa of
Lembarg on the south. The orcupation of
Kimpolung and Kuty has opensd the way
to Kolomen, and already a posult of thin
Inst recorded viotory of the Rumsiane is
hecoming evident in the forward movement
of General Letchitzky on the rond from
Sniatyn to Kolomea to & polnt 10 miles
trom the latter town.

It Is evident from the report of prisoners
and booty taken that the Austrians de-
fonded Kimpolung with considerable forces,
They were attacked by Russian troops
which had covered the 30 miles from
Gurahumors in two days and were rushed
Into the fight with scarcely an hour's rest
According to Rusalan military authorities,
thelr nssault added the last touch needed
to complete the demornlization of General
Pflanzer's forces, which now are entirely
cut off from communication with General
Count von Bothmer's army group on the
Strypa River to the north,

General von Bothmer's position ls re-
garded as precarious ‘ma a result of this
aperation. His right flank has been com-
pletely uncovered and military eritles be-
lleve he will without doubt be forced to
fall back anlong his whole line before Tar-

nopol.

MEN, ARMS AND MUNITIONS
CAPTURED BY THE ITALIANS
IN POWERFUL TRENTINO DRIVE

ROME, June 27.—Reports from the front
state that the Italians are advancing all
nlong the Tremino sector. reconquering po-
sitlons which the Austrians had occupled
and eapturing men, armsa, ammunitions,
provisions and all kinds of supplies, which
the Austrjans weres obliged to abandon In
precipltate retreat. All Ttaly ls rejoleing
over the withdrawal of the Austrinns six
weeks after their offensive movement on
tha Trentino front began.
